To Choose 
One China 


FARIS (UFI) — The Chinese Communists and 
Nationalist China put French President Charles de 
Gaulle on the spot today by warning him bluntly that he 
must deal with only one of their rival Chinese govern­ 
ments.

Clarify Decision 


At the same time Nationalist 
China, which is considering a 
diplomatic break with France, 
asked the French government 
to clarify its decision to recog­ 
nize Red China. 
A s p o k e s m a n for Chiang 
Kai - Shek’s Kuomintang party 
said the French announcement 
on recognition of Peking was 
vague and was taken in Taipei 
to mean that De Gaulle was try­ 
ing to force the Chinese. 
The spokesman said the Na­ 
tionalists “will stick to our bas­ 
ic policy of not agreeing to a 
two China policy . . 


The public statements made in 
Peking and Taipei put De Gaul­ 
le on the spot to 
make 
his 
choice. It was reported 
t h e 
French president was content 
to risk a possible break with 
Nationalist China as the price 
for recognizing Red China. 


The French recognition an­ 
nounced yesterday in Paris and 
Peking pledged the two nations 
to exchange ambassadors with­ 
in three months. 


French officials said at t h e 
time the communique did not 
force France to break off rela­ 
tions 
with 
Nationalist 
China 
and they claimed De Gaulle thus 
had achieved an unprecedented 
diplomatic success.

But by the end of the meeting 
the controversial matter of a 
swimming pool for the proposed 
high school in Fairless Hills had 
not been settled. 


The board began its meeting 
at 9:35 o’clock last night — over 
V/2 hours late because some 
members were a t t e n d i n g a 
meeting at the Bucks County 
Technical School. 


Another Meeting 


The board will meet again 
Monday, after the Falls Town­ 
ship board has held its meet­ 
ing. In the words of Falls school 
director Raymond B. Lipshutz, 
“We’ll have about 30 minutes of 
discussion, call for a vote, and 
then everyone can go home no 
later than IO p.m.” 


The joint board last night 


heard architect R o n a l d E. 
Vaughan outline plans for the 
school, both with and without 
the pool. 
He 
said 
the school 
would 
comprise “four p r i m e ele­ 
ments: “a two-floor academic 
area, an auditorium, a fine and 
practical arts wing and 
the 
physical education area. 


The proposed site for the new 
high school is near the present 
Medill Bair 
- William 
Penn 
complex in Fairless Hills. 
The pool, if built, would be in 
between the gymnasium and the 
auditorium section. It could not 
be built on the other side of the

$66,000 addition 
which will he larger than 
the present building. 


The 4.000 square foot addition 
will give the library approx­ 
imately 7,000 
square 
feet 
of 
space. 
Announcement of construction 
plans was made today by San­ 
dy Oppenhcimer, president of 
the library’s board of trustees. 
Ho said tho addition might be 
ready at the beginning of the 
1964-65 school year. 
The construction date has not 
been set pending completion of 
financing 
arrangements. 
The 
board is pursuing three avenues 
for financing: 
applications to 
foundations, contributions from 
businesses and industry, and a 
bank loan. No federal or state 
funds arc available for this pro­ 
ject, Oppcnheimcr said. 


“This library started In a 
drugstore 
basement,” 
Oppen- 
hcimor said, “ and its tremen­ 
dous growth has been due to 
thousands 
of 
volunteers, 
re­ 
sponsible municipal officials and 
a concerned citizenry.” 


Cites Overcrowding 


Overcrowding in the present 
building has necessitated expan­ 
sion, Oppenheimer said. He cit­ 
ed the 
jammed stack 
space 
which is hindering enlargement 
of the book collection, lack of 
study and seating space which 
prevents the public from fully 
utilizing the present resources, 
and lack of work space for the 
staff. 
The 
addition, 
which 
would 
provide 
a 
large staff work­ 
room, could permit the library 
to open at 9 a.m., daily instead 
of the present I p.m., Monday 
through 
Friday, Oppenheimer 
said. On Saturdays the present 
IO a m. opening could also be 
advanced one hour. 
WASHINGTON (UPI) -A tty. 
Gen. Robert F. Kennedy told 
President Johnson today there 
is a risk of full-scale war in­ 
volving the United States if the 
Southeast 
Asia 
quarrel 
over 
Malaysia is not settled. 


Kennedy reported to Johnson 
for nearly 90 minutes on the 
results of his 12-day, six-na­ 
tion peacemaking tour on which 
he was sent by the President 
in an attempt to ease the wor­ 
sening crisis between Indone­ 
sia and the new nation of Ma­ 
laysia. 


Johnson, in an unusual move, 
introduced Kennedy to waiting 
reporters after the meeting. He 
termed Kennedy’s trip to Asia 
“ a very important mission” and 
said it was the unanimous opin 
ion of all that the attorney gen 
eral did a good job. 


Johnson said that the alter­ 
native to peace in the area 
would be a return to jungle 
war which, he said, would “es­ 
calate” into larger conflict in­ 
volving other nations. 


According 
to 
Oppenheimer, 
the addition will increase the 
library’s total capacity to 60,- 
000 volumes. He said expansion 
would be aimed at the area of 
reference and science books. 


The staff workroom c o u l d 
also double as a public room 
for activities, even while the li­ 
brary is open.
